Ile stated in answer to the court that 
he passed four fraudulent cheeks and 
had made half of the amount of one 
of them git .od.

Hobart, Tasmania, March 8, 11:20 
a. rn.—On the 10th of February, 1911, 
we commenced to work 
our way 
toward the south, from that day to 
the lith of April establishing three 
depots, which in all contained a quan­ 
tity of provisions of about 3,000 kilos. 
One thousand, si*x hundred kilos, in- 
oludine 1.100 kilos of seal meat, were 


cached in SO degrees, 700 kilos in SI 
degrees, and SOO kilos in 82 degrees 
south latitude. 
As no landmarks were to be seen, 
these depots were marked with flags, 
seven kilometers on each side in the 
easterly and westerly directions. 
The ground and the state of the 
barrier were of the best, and specially 
well adapted to driving with dogs, On 
Feb. 15 we had thus traveled about 
IOO kilometers. 
The weight of the 
sledges was 300 kilos, and the number 
of dogs was six for each sledge. The 
surface of the barrier was smooth 
and fine. 
The crevices were very lo­ 
cal and were found dangerous in only

two places; 'for the rest long, smooth 
undulations. 
The weather was excellent, calm or 
a light breeze. 
The lowest tempera­ 
ture on these depot trips was minus 
45 centigrade (49 degrees below zero, 
fahrenheit). On the 4th of March, on 
our return from the first trip begin­ 
ning on the 15th of February, we found 
out that the Pram had alreaday left 
us. With pride and delight we heard 
that her smart captain had succeeded 
in sailing her furthest south and there 
hoisting the colors of his country—a 
glorious moment for him and his com­ 
rades. 
The furthest north and the 
furthest south! 
Good old Fram! The 
highest south latitude attained was 78 
degrees 41 minutes. 
Winter on the Ice Barrier. 
Before the arrival of winter we had 
6,000 kilos of seal meat in the depots, 
enough for ourselves and 110 dogs. 
Eight doghouses, a combination of 
tents and snow huts, were built. 
Having cared for the dogs, the turn 
came to use our solid little hut. 
It 
was almost entirely covered with snow 
by the middle of April. First we had 
to get light and air. 
The lux lamp, 
which had a power of 200 standard 
candles, gave us a brilliant light and 
kept the temperature up to 20 degrees 
celsius (68 deg. fahrenheit) through­ 
out the winter, and our excellent ven­ 
tilation system gave us all the air we 
wanted. 
In direct communication with the 
hut and dug-out on the barrier were- 
sbops, packing rooms, cellars for pro­ 
visions, coal, wood and oil. a plain 
bath, a steam bath, and observatories. 
Thus we had everything within doors 
if the weather should be too cold and 
stormy. 
The sun left us on the 22nd of April 
and did not return until four months 
later. The winter was spent in chang­ 
ing our whole outfit, which on the de­ 
pot trips was found to be too clumsy 
and solid for the smooth surface of 
the barrier. 
Besides this, as much 
scientific work as possible was done, 
and some astonishing meteorological 
observations were taken. 
Open Water All Winter. 
There was very little snow*. 
There 
was open water close by throughout 
the winter. 
For the same reason 
higher temperature had been expect­ 
ed, but it remained very low. 
Tn five months there were observed 
temperatures between —50 and —60 
degrees celsius (58 an i 76 degrees be­ 
low zero fahrenheit), the lowest tem­ 
perature, on the 13th of Angust, being 
—59 degrees celsius. 
Tt was then 
calm. On the 1st of August the tem­ 
perature was —58 degrees celsius, and 
there were six meters of wind. 
The 
mean temperature for the year was

start It was the Intention not to drive 
more than thirty kilometers a day, but 
it appeared that this was too little for 
our strong, willing animals. 
At 80 
degrees south we began to build snow 
cairns of a man’s height, in order to 
have marks on our return trip. 
On 
the 31st we reached the depot at 81 
degrees, and stopped there one day 
and fed the dogs on as much pemmi­ 
can as they wanted. 
We reached the depot at 82 degrees 
on the 5th of November, wThere the 
dogs for the last time got all they 
wanted to eat. On the 8th southward 
again, with a daily march of fifty kilo­ 
meters. 
In order to lighten our heavy sledges 
we established depots at each degree 
of latitude. 
Like a Pleasure Trip. 
The trip from 82 degrees to 83 de­ 
grees became a pleasure trip, excel­ 
lent ground, fine sledging and an even 
temperature. 
Everything went like a 
dance. 
On the 9th we sighted South Vie 
toria Land and the continuation of the 
mountain range which 
Sir Ernest 
Shaekleton mentioned in his chart as 
running toward the southeast from the 
Beardmoro glacier, and on the same 
day we reached 83 degreees and es­ 
tablished here depot No. 4. 
On the 
lith we made the interesting discov­ 
ery that the Ross barrier terminated 
in a hight toward the southeast at 86 
degrees south laitude and 163 degrees 
west longitude, formed between the 
southeast 
mountain 
range 
running 
from South Victoria Land and a range 
on the opposite side running in a 
southwesterly direction, probably a 
continuation of King Edward VII. land. 
On the 13th we reached 84 degrees, 
where we established a depot; on the 
16th we wrere at 85 degrees, where, 
also, we made a depot. 
From our winter quarters, “Fram- 
heim,” 78 degrees 38 minutes, south 
latitude, we had been marching due 
south. 
On the 17th of November, at 
15 degrees, we arrived at a place 
th ere the land and barrier were con­ 
nected. 
This was done without any 
great difficulty. The barrier here rose 
in undulations to about 300 feet. Some 
few* big crevices indicated the limited 
boundary. 
Here we made our head 
depot, taking provisions for sixty days 
on sledges, and leaving thirty days’ 
provisions on the spot. 
The land under which we lay and 
which w-e now* had to attack looked 
quite imposing. The nearest summits 
along the barrier had a height from 
2.000 to 10,000 feet, but several others 
further south wrere 15,000 feet or more. 
The next day we began the climb. 
The first part of it was an easy task, 
light stops and well filled mountain 
sides. It did not take a long time, for 
our willing dogs worked their way up. 
Further up we met with some small 
but very steep glaciers. Here we had 
to harness twenty dogs to each sledge 
and take the four sledges in two turns. 
In some places it was so steep that it 
was difficult enough to use our skis. 
Some big crevices forced us from 
time to time to make detpurs.

first day we climbed 2,000 feet, the 
next day mostly up some small gla­ 
ciers, camping at a height of 4,500 
j feet. 
The third day we were obliged 
to go down on a mighty glacier, “Axel 
Heiberg’s glacier,’’ which divided the 
coast mountains and the mountains 
further south. 
The next day began the longest part 
of our climb. Many detours had to be 
made in order to avoid broad cracks 
and open crevices.

iiflgTiTy crevices seemed to sto p in 
fro m go ing further, but it was no t so 
serio us as it appeared. 
Our do gs, 
which up to this time had co vered a 
distance o f abo ut 700 kilo meters, the 
last day’s very hard wo rk, ran this day 
35 kilo meters, the ascent being 5,000 
feet, an almo st incredible reco rd. 
It 
to o k us o nly fo ur days fro m the bar­ 
rier to get up o n the vast inland pi a 
teau. 
We camped that night at a height o f 
10,600 feet. 
Here we had to kill twen­ 
ty-fo ur o f o ur brave co mpanio ns and 
keep eighteen, six fo r each o f o ur 
three sledges. 
We sto pped here .fo ur 
days 
o n 
acco unt 
o f 
bad 
weather. 
Tired o f this, we set o ut o n the 28th 
o f No vember. 
In a furio us blizzard 
and in a dense sno wdrift, abso lutely 
no thing was to he seen, but we felt 
that, co ntrary to ex pectatio ns, we were 
go ing fast do wn hill. 
The hypso me- 
ter gave us that day a descent o f 600 
feet. 
W e co ntinued o ur march the nex t 
day in a gale, and a dense sno wdrift 
go t o ur faces badly fro zen. 
We co uld 
see no thing. 
W e reached that day 86 
degrees, dead recko ning. The hypso m- 
eter indicated a fall o f 800 feet. 
The 
nex t day was similar. 
The weather 
cleared a little at dinner time and ex ­ 
po sed to o ur view a mighty mo untain 
range to the east and no t far o ff—o nly 
fo r a mo ment—and then it disappeared 
in the dense sno wdrift. 
On the 29th it calmed do wn and the 
sun sho ne, tho ugh it was no t the o nly 
pleasant surprise he gave. 
In o ur 
co urse stretched a big glacier running 
to ward the so uth. 
At its eastern end 
was the mo untain range go ing in a 
so utheasterly directio n. 
Of the west­ 
ern part o f it no view was to be had, 
it being hidden in the dense fo g. 
At 
the fo o t o f this glacier, the “ Devil’s 
glacier,” a depo t fo r six days was es 
tablished, at 86.21 degrees so uth lati­ 
tude. 
The hypso meter indicated 8,000 
feet abo ve sea level. 


A Splendid Mo untain View. 


On No v. 30 we began to climb the 
glacier. The lo wer part o f it was very 
bro ken and dangero us. 
Mo reo ver, the 
sno w bridges very o ften burst. 
Fro m 
o ur camp that night we had a splendid 
view o ver the mo untain to the east. 
There was “ Helmer Hansen” summit, 
the mo st remarkable o f them all. 
It 
was 12,000 feet high and co vered with 
such bro ken glaciers that in all pro b­ 
ability no fo o tho ld was to be fo und. 
“ Oscar W istings,” “ Sverre H assels,” 
and “ Olav Hjanlands" mo untains also 
lay there, beautifully illuminated in 
the rays o f the bright sun. 
In the dis­ 
tance and o nly alternately to be view­ 
ed in the fo g appeared fro m time to 
tim e “ Mo unt Neilsen,” with its sum­ 
mits and peaks abo ut 15,000 feet high. 


Only Saw Nearest Surro undings. 
It to o k us three days to surmo unt 
the 
Devil’s 
glacier, 
always 
misty. 
On the 1st o f December we left this 
bro ken glacier, with ho les and crev­ 
ices witho ut number, with its height 
o f 9,100 feet. 
Befo re u s, lo o king, in 
the mist and sno wdrift, like a fro zen 
sea, appeared a light, slo ping ice pla 
teau, filled with small hummo cks. The 
walk o ver this fro zen sea was no t 
pleasant. 
The gro und under us was 
quite ho llo w, and it so unded as tho ugh 
we were walking o n the bo tto ms of 
empty barrels. 
As it was, a man fell 
thro ugh, then a co uple o f do gs.

On Dec. 8 we came o ut o f the 
bad weather. 
Once again the sun 
smiled do wn o n us. 
Once again we 
co uld get an o bservatio n. 
Dead reck- 
o ing and 
o bservatio n 
were ex actly 
alike—88 degrees 88 minutes 16.6 sec­ 
o nds so uth. Befo re us lay an abso lute­ 
ly plain plateau, o nly here and there 
marked with tiny sastrugi. 
In the afterno o n we passed 88 de­ 
grees 23 minutes (Shaekleto n’s furth­ 
est so uth was 88 degrees 25 minutes). 
We camped and established o ur last 
depo t, Depo t No . 10. Fro m 88 degrees 
25 minutes the plateau began to slo pe 
do wn 
very 
gently 
and 
smo o thly 
to ward the o ther side. 
On Dec. 9 we 
reached 88 degrees 39 minutes; o n 
Dec. 10, 88 degrees 56 minutes; Dec. 
11» 89 degrees 15 minutes; Dec. 12, 
89 degrees 30 minutes; Dec. 13, 89 
degrees 45 minutes. 
Up to this time 
the o bservatio ns and dead recko ning 
agreed remarkably well and we made 
o ut that we o ught to be at the po le 
o n Dec. 14, in the afterno o n. 
The Pcle Attained. 
That day was a beautiful o ne—a 
light breeze fro m the so utheast; the 
temperature —23 Celsius (9.4 degrees 
belo w zero fahrenheit). and the gro und 
and sledging were perfect. 
The day 
went alo ng as usual, and at 3 p. m. we 
made a halt. 
Acco rding to o ur recko ning we ha* 
reached o ur destinatio n. 
All o f us 
gathered aro und the co lo rs—a beami 
ful silk flag—all hands taking ho ld o f 
it and planting it. 
The vast plateau o n which the po le 
is standing go t the name o f the “ King 
Haako n VI!. Plateau.”

plain alike in all directio ns. Mile after

The distance fro m o ur 
winter quarters to the po le was abo ut 
1.400 kilo meters. 
The average march 
a day was twenty-five kilo meters. 
The Return J o urney. 
We started o n the return trip o n the 
17th o f December. 
Unusually favo ra­ 
ble weather made o ur way ho me co n­ 
siderably easier than the jo urney to 
the po le. 
We arrived at o ur winter 
quarters. “ Framheim.” o n the 25th o f 
J anuary. 1912, with two sledges and 
eleven do gs, all well. 
The daily average speed o n the re­ 
turn trip was 36 kilo meters; the lo w­ 
est temperature was —3- Celsius (23.8 
degrees belo w zero fahrenheit), the 
highest, —5 Celsius (23 degrees abo ve 
zero fahrenheit).
